Hydrogen Atom’s Secret | 
May Open New Nuclear Era

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—(BUP)—Informed but unof- 
ficial sources believed today that this country already has 
launched efforts to create a super bomb out of hydrogen— 
the same stuff that fires the sun and stars. 


Up to a few weeks ago, private 
scientists here figured that the so- 
called hydrogen bomb was purely 
a paper concept. 

They now believe that the US 
atomic energy commission has set 
up a project to go into the prac- 
tical aspects, 

These sources also believe that 
enough progress has been made in 
the theoretical phase of hydrogen 
bomb research to justify pushing 
into the technical phase.

cians will succeed, no one knows 


If they do, they will have ample 


supplies of raw material with

To all intents and purposes, Chiang’s 
government is a government in exile. 

It is difficult, if not impossible, to de- 
termine to what extent the Communist 
government of China is supported by the 
free will of the people. Perhaps it is sup- 
ported in this respect just as much as 
Chiang’s government ever was. 

For both regimes were and are militar- 
ist regimes and were and are maintained 
by force. 

Since force seems to be the final test 
of authority in China, the Communists 
appear to have set up a responsible gov-

It is difficult, then, to argue with the 
legitimacy of the Communist government 
which has seized power by force so long 
as the Allies retain control of Japan 
through a power which also was seized by 
force.

During the 
war, the Allies recognized the governments 
of Norway and Holland and Poland in ex- 
ile and later the government of General 
Charles de Gaulle which was very much 
in exile.

Since the United States and Canada 
are not at war with Communist China, 
the precedent cannot possibly apply in 
the present Chinese case. And any effort 
to make it apply by violence could very 
easily precipitate the conflict with Russia 
which everyone fears and in which the 
western powers would quite obviously be 
legally wrong. 

There is pure dynamite in the Chinese 
situation unless men like Mr. Hoover are 
prepared to face the facts.

Younger Drivers 
Cause Most Mishaps 


Current figures show that in 
Ontario the number of motor 
accidents is increasing. The num- 
ber of cars has increased by 108 
per cent but the accident rate 
has climbed 26.6 per cent. 

Those figures do not show the 
comparative mileage which also 
enters into the picture, but they 
do confirm the fact that the acci- 
dent rate climbs more rapidly 
than the number of vehicles on 
the road. 

When those figures are broken 
down on the basis of the age of 
the drivers there are two serious 
increases, Accidents for drivers 
under 18 increased by 38 per cent. 
Drivers in the age group 55-64 
show an accident increase of 32.8 
per cent. All others show various 
rates ranging from 15.2 per cent 
to 28.6 per cent. 

These figures bring up the 
question of continuing the insur- 
ance premium penalty against 
drivers of 25 years and under and 
it ig indicated that this is to be 
continued, 

There is always the question of 
whether we are picking on the 
younger drivers because some 
figures have indicated that they 
cause more accidents, It has been 
argued that these recent figures 
have not shown a general trend 
and the one reason why younger 
drivers have more accidents is 
because they now do more driv- 
ing. 


Safer Now Except 
Among the Young 


If you go back 30 to 40 years in 
larger eastern centres you dis- 
cover that after the automobile 
became popular the accident rate 
climbed rapidly. 

Since about 1927, however, when 
you consider estimates of total 
mileage plus the number of ve- 
hicles in amy area, and consider 
the accident rate, you find that 
motoring has become safer. This 
is partly due to improvements in 


construction of motor vehicles, 
but it also indicates that motor- 
ing is maintaining a reasonably 


stable accident rate except for 
the young drivers, 

Even in 1927, safety officials 
were concerned about drivers in 
the age range of 25 and under. 

In 1937, a number of studies 
were made in the eastern United 
States. Those figures showeJ that 
drivers between 19 and 21 were 
responsible for 215 deaths for 
every 66 caused by drivers be- 
tween 45 and 50. 

Taking a general average, it 
was found in that year that

young drivers were causing twice 
as many deaths as the average 
for all motorists. 

Considering the possibility that 
these young drivers covered 
more miles than the average 
motorist, the American Automo- 
bile Association made a lengthy 
study of mileage rates. It came 
to the conclusion that the young 
drivers operated only about one- 
quarter the mileage per year as 
did drivers over 45 years. 

When you compare the mileage 
driven by these two classes of 
motorists and then qualify this 
by the comparative mileage 
driven by each group, the answer 
is that young drivers are causing 
11 times as many accidents per 
car-mile as do the drivers over 
45 years. 


Damaging Fact 
Is Disclosed 


The next question was as to the 
ability of these groups to oper- 
ate a motor car. This investiga- 
tion brought out a more damag- 
ing fact because it disclosed that 
among the young drivers it was 
not the beginners who caused the 
trouble. It was those who had 
driven enough to be proficient. 

In fact, it was found that the 
very group causing the accidents 
was the group possessing the 
mental alertness and physical 
condition to make them the best 
drivers, in theory. It was not 
until after 55 that age entered 
into this phase of the matter. 

The only conclusion to be 
drawn from these figures was 
that peak proficiency could be 
found until the age of 55. 

The figures also indicated that, 
as the accident rate fell steadily 
from the age of 19 to about 50, 
the older the driver became the 
more careful he proved. 

Thus, with this record of care- 
lessness being .evident In 1927, 
1937 and again at the present 
time, it does suggest that this 
situation is not being impreved 

Worse than that, it is indicated 
that it will not improve so long 
as young people remain as they 
are. 

In other words that degree of 
daring, the element of taking a 
chance, and the lack of concern 
which, after all, is very appropri- 
ate for younger people, is the 
very thing which makes them a 
public danger while behind a 
wheel. 

For this reason it seems likely 
that, if anything, the restrictions 
against those under 25 Iriving 
cars are likely to increase rather 
than decrease as the years pass.

The man who despises his work and shudders at the 
thought of being tied down to a day-in-and-day-out 


unfolding of His plan for humankind. The odds are that 
he is not a man of prayer. The best workers are not al- 
ways the most talented or capable; they are the ones who 
make every task a conscious offering of gratitude and 
service to the Creator. 

All through life, men should cultivate a love of work, 
if not for his own sake, at least for the opportunity it af- 
fords of pleasing and serving God. Many men and women

Remember a few years back, when every second 
major league manager of any standing was drawing a 
salary for NOT managing. A contract would have another 
year to run but the owners would decide on & change of 
leaders, anyway.

Almosi 
everytime one picks up a paper, particularly in the fall of 
the year, there’s an account of a referees’ school over 
which Moon presided. 

But once the various leagues throughout the country 
rip the wrapper off the regular schedule it’s the pupils, 
not maestro Moon, who start raking in the pay-cheques. 

Frequently, during the course of a season, Mr. 

(| Moon is offered an assignment by this league head or 
that, But he seems to have learned to say “No!” to 
almost all of them.
